Adhered to by Green 


William Green, the labor chief, 
requested all labor unions and af- 
filiated councils to adhere to the 
federation’s non-partisan political 
policy. 

In his letter to all councils, 
Green said that “when the occa- 
sion seems appropriate, when can- 
didates have been nominated, when 
it becomes publicly known who the 
candidates are, upon what plat- 
forms they stand and what social, 
economic and political principles 
they espouse, the executive coun- 
cil will communicate with all or- 
ganizations affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor ad- 
vising them regarding the standing 
of candidates for political posi- 
tions.” 


America of the Future— 

What will America of the future 
be like? What will the pattern of 
life’ be in California fifty or a hun- 
dred years from now? 

Those who like to ulé 
about such things are iving 
thought to a recent federal sur- 
vey showing that a_ substantial

Perhaps by 2036 tens 
of millions will have moved back 
to the land. America’s whole per- 
sonality would be changed—gov- 
ernment, business, daily habits of 
life and thought. And changed, we 
suspect, for the better.

Pensions Pending— 

Old age pension machinery un- 
der the federal social security act 
will be functioning soon in Cali 
fornia. After long delay in which 
28 other states have secured fed- 
eral approval on the.i plans, Cali- 
fornia’s set-up is about to get 
Uncle Sam’s O. K. It is estimated 
that $22,500,000 will go yearly to 
the aged poor, with the state and 
U. S. governments splitting the 
cost. 

In all there are upwards of 506,- 
000 persons past 65 in California. 
Social welfare experts ligur2 about 
15 per cent of these are in need of 
public assistance. Thus about 75,- 
000 are expected to qualify for 
pensions averaging $25 each.

WAGNER BILL FOR 10,000,000 NEW HOMES BACKED BY ORGANIZED LABOR 


Senator Wagner’s $87 6,000,000 Housing Labor Officials — | 


Bill Is Supported By the A. F. of L. 


President Green Tells Senate Committee Federal Subsidy 
Is Necessary to Provide Dwellings for Millions In 
Low-Income Groups Who Lack Decent Houses. 


One hundred per cent backing 
by organized labor for Senator 
Wagner’s federal housing bill was 
given by President William Green 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor in a statement before the sen- 
ate committee on education and 
labor, which held hearings on the 
measure. 


In appropriations and loans the 
Wagner measure authorizes 


the next few years to aid in the 


construction of houses for people | 
is so small | 


whose annual income 
that they are prevented from pur- 
chasing houses built under the 


usual procedure of private indus-| 


try. Senator Wagner estimates | 
that at least 10,000,000 houses for 
these low-income groups will be 


required during the next ten years. 

The Wagner bill would set up a 
federal authority empowered to 
lend local governmental units 55 
per cent of the cost of approved 
low-cost housing and slum clear- 
ance units and to make grants of 
45 per cent. 

Masses Lack Adequate Housing 
_ “Those who have not, as I have, 
lived with and among the workers, 
who have not seen at first hand 
living conditions among the work- 
ers in all industries and in all parts 
of the country,” President 
told the committee, ‘will not real- 
ize the full import of the effects 
of this legislation, the profound 
significance of bringing low-cost 
housing within the reach of the 
average wage earner. 

“As a coal miner, and son of a 
coal miner, one who has worked 
in the mines for 20 years of one’s 
life, I know how great is the need 
for healthy housing to a mine 
worker. The mine worker spends 
all working hours of his life 
stripped of the light of day. He 


breathes stale mine air, saturated | 


with coal dust and often tainted 
with gas. Through narrow seams, 
of coal, the miner often works 


in strained. cramped positions for 
long periods. The shafts are often 
saturated with moisture and some- 
times the miner works ankle deep 
in water, within narrow, dripping 


walls. These conditions make the} 
workers abnormally susceptible to} 
tuberculosis, rheumatism and other | 


diseases, which become almost in- 
evitable if the workers must re- 
turn from their job to spend their 
unemployed hours crammed in 


small ill-lighted, unventilated huts!

“Crowded, unsanitary surround- 
ings in which great masses of 
American workers in many indus- 
tries are compelled to live is a 
constant threat to their own health 
and a menace to the health of 
their children.

It will not only bring to- 
gether the several phases of hous- 
ing activity now carried on by the 
federal government, but will make 
it possible to undertake a co-or- 
dinated and effective housing plan, 
designed along modest lines, yet

simple plan of subsidies for hous- 
ing by making available public 
funds at low interest rates is at 
once a simple and a statesmanlike 
approach to the problem. The bill 
recognizes that by having adequate 
public control of standards in sub- 
sidized housing is the only wav to 
insure the benefits from subsidies 
in the form of low rentals and bet- 
ter living conditions.

The continued determination of| know 


those who own and operate Armeri- 
can industry to pocket high profits 
for themselves at the cost of un- 
ployment for 12,500,000 able-bodied 
adult workers and relatively long 
hours and low wages for millions 
of employed workers was definitely 
revealed by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in its Monthly Sur- 
vey of Business. 

Additional evidence of the com- 
plete lack of industrial statesman- 
ship on the part of business leaders 
was shown by the federation’s po 
the

plant at its present capacity, ani- 
mated with the statesmanlike pol- 
icy of providing a good living for 
all of our people, it would not be

will create wealth, thus establish- 
ing a sound basis for prosperity. 
“If wages are not increased we 
may well fear a runaway stock 
market where fictitious values,

equipped to produce goods and 
services enough for a comfort level 
of living for every American fam- 
ily, and that capacity production, 
planned to meet the nation’s needs, 
must give work to every man and 
woman desiring it. No attempt has 
yet been made to co-ordinate all 
industries in a program for ca- 
pacity production to create an ade- 
quat2 living for ail.” 

Declaring that the development 


of such a program would require 
a staff of “engineers, economists 
and social technicians,” the A. F. 


of L. recommended for serious con- 
sideration the national survey of 
potential product capacity, made 
experienced engineers, which 
outlined the scope of production 
necessary to provide an adequate 
living for all of our population. 
Such a >road-scale output, it was 
pointed out, would call for a large 
increase over 1935 levels in the 
production of clothing, housing, 
automobiles and other commodi- 
ties. 

“In addition to these,” the A. F. 
of L. report said, “a program for 
adequate living standards would 
increase production of food on 
farms by 44 per cent, make large 
increases in various goods for per- 
sonal use, raise recreation services 
more than 100 per cent and double 
educational opportunities several 
times over. Increased production 
of machinery and equipment would 
correspond with growing industrial 
needs. 

Plants and Workers Kept Idle 

“American industry and Ameri- 
can man-power are already 
equipped to make these increases. 
Today we are failing to accomplish 
them, while 12,500,000 men and 
billions of dollars worth of machin- 
ery and equipment stand idle, be- 
cause we have no plan to co-ordi- 
nate our thousand industries and 
make them produce for the na- 
tion’s needs. Once such a program

for production, distribution an@ 
service were put into effect, the 
problem of unemployment would 
solve itself. 


“Under a proper schedule of 
work-hours, the man-power needed 
by industry would increase so that 
instead of the 25,637,000 wage and 
salaried vorkers employed in Feb- 
ruary, 1936, 38,072,000 would be 
needed. There would be jobs for 
12,435,000 more—putting all the 


|} unemployed to work. 


Annual Family Income of $3,688 
Possible 

“To lift production according to 
the program of the national sur- 
vey would increase the national 
income to almost double its 1935 
figure. The national income in 
1935, when all goods and services 
are counted as well as money in- 
come, was probably about $66,- 
000,000,000. Production as outlined 
above, at present prices, would lift 
it nearly $115,000,000,000. This 
would give an average family in- 
come of $3,688. A national income 
of $115,000,000,000 properly  dis- 
tributed would furnish buying 
power adequate to create a mar- 
ket for the additional production 
required by the program. 
“Because of the increase in pro- 
duction per worker in recent years, 
the economies resulting from ca- 
pacity production and the use of 
up-to-date machinery, and because 
workers are more efficient when 
they are properly clothed, housed 
and fed and have adequate leisure, 
total production and total nationai 
income as provided in the program, 


increase more than employment. 
That is, the average employed 
worker creates and receives a 


larger income and thus can buy 
a larger portion of the goods pro- 
duced. 

Plan Is Workable 

“The program here discussed 
was suggested by competent en- 
gineers two years ago; this or a 
similar plan could be adapted to 
our present needs. It is unthink- 
able that the American people 
have not among them the intelli- 
gence, experience and_ technical 
training to use their industrial 
equipment, put the unemployed to 
work and create the goods and 
services they need. Given the will 
to do it, representatives of Amer- 
ican business, American engineer- 
ing genius, American labor, under 
government guidance, could put 
such a plan into effect. 

“Pending this time, however, 
wage increases throughout the in- 
custry are essential. In rising 
wages and shorter hours lies our 
only present hope of laying a solid 
foundation for business expansion 
and preventing an early collapse.” 
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SWAT THE SALES TAX 


For two years the people of California have been, 
mulcted at every turn by the nefarious sales tax, which 
was crammed down the throats of our people as an emer- 
gency measure for the unquestioned reason that this pre- 
vented the people from using the referendum on it, as 
would unquestionably have been done had that means of 
protest been left open to California voters. 


It is estimated that in California every family is soaked 
over forty dollars per year on an average, which means 
that those with little to spend pay less than this but most 
of us pay a whole lot more. One fact is thoroughly | 
established and that is that the taxes of the average home| 
owner is not in any ordinary instance reduced anywhere | 
near as much as the sales tax of that same home owner | 
amounts to, while the poor rube, who does not own a. 
home pays the taxes of his landlord when he pays his rent 
and then pays another dose of taxes, in the form of sales 
taxes. Nobody is benefited except the speculator, who 
holds idle land for future increase. 


Next November the people of California will have an 
opportunity to swat the sales tax and wipe it off our| 
statute books, let us hope, forever. This opportunity is | 
provided by the Ralston Tax Relief Amendment, which | 
not only will put an end immediately to sales taxes in| 
California but over a period of five years after that will | 
reduce the taxes on personal property and improvements | 
one-fifth each year and add that tax to the land itself in- | 
stead thus putting the very land speculators and owners | 
of large land holdings, who are responsible for the enact- 
ment of the sales tax in the first place, in a position where | 
they will have to pay back some of the sums they have | 
saved themselves unloading it on the poorest and most 
helpless people who have been compelled to pay sales 
taxes, when doing so meant that every cent so paid re- | 
duced the quality or the amount of food they were able | 
to get by just that much. 

Now is the time to get the facts of this whole tax | 
question clearly in mind because there will be plenty of | 
smoke and dust turned loose to blind as many voters as | 
possible into voting against their own best interests, 
which is exactly what the small home owner, average | 
business man, school teachers, professional people and all | 
workingmen would be doing if they should vote against | 
the Ralston tax relief measure. But why is this so? 

It is so, just because sales taxes hit all people whose | 
incomes are so low that they are obliged to spend every | 
cent as fast as they get it. Hence this tax is taken more 
completely out of purchasing power than any other form 
of tax and what is worst of all is these poorest of the poor 
have to pay the taxes of the landlord when they pay their | 
rent, pay the taxes of the merchant and his landlord in | 
the price they pay for goods and thus the least able to pay 
are thus forced by this sales tax scheme to pay taxes twice. 

Those friends of the schools who have been misled 
to believe that we must continue the sales tax to save the 
schools should stop and think back to the time we had no 
such sales taxes. Our schools were supported far better | 
then, without any sales taxes, than they have been since 
we have had them. It is nothing short of absurd to argue 
that the people of California would not continue to find 
ways and means to support our public schools, after the | 
infamous sales tax is wiped out of existence. The very | 
suggestion is too ridiculous to argue about. 

Any business man who wapts to continue being a tax | 
collector for no pay to turn over to the state money 
wrung from his customers by an unjust law and which 
reduces the amount they can buy fron him by the amount 
they must pay in sales taxes should siop to do a little re- 
flecting. If he will do this he will doubtless come to the 
conclusion it would be far better his own and other peo- | 
ple’s landlord's paid more of what they collect as rent and 
his customers were freed from paying this tax. 

So far as labor is concerned there is no argument at 
all. It is hit square in the pocket book every week the 
home spender goes out to get supplies or to eat a meal in 
a restaurant. It is a penny here and a penny there and by 
the end of the year it amounts up to more than forty dol- 
lars for every bread winner in the state, although the 
average is estimated at only forty. But this average in- 
cludes the poorest of the poor who never have as much | 
as $1333.333 a year, which is the amount it takes to pro- 
duce $40 a year of sales taxes at three per cent. Those 
who earn more spend more and inevitably pay more for 
sales taxes. A person buying an automobile for $1,000 
must pay $30 sales tax and so on down the line for clothes 
and almost everything else one needs. 

Every reader who may read this has been stung many | 
times by this sales tax iniquity. It can and should be | 
erased next November by repealing this bad law. Pre- 
pare now to hit it good and hard with your ballot. Talk 
to your neighbors and friends. It will require a lot of such

|completion. The new fire alarm

The new station, according to

| The building of fire stations, a 
health center, a public library 
building, and a municipal golf 
course has been made_ possible

Industrial Accident Commissioner 
Frank C. MacDonald, who has just 
returned from a meeting of the 
‘national committee on_ silicosis” 
called by Secretary of Labor Fran- 
ces Perkins in Washington, D. C., 
States that a comparative check 
| of industrial accident compensation 
laws in the various states indicates 
that California stands well to the 
forefront in industrial accident 
compensation, insurance and safety 
legislation. With the possible ex- 
ception of one or two states, Cali- 
fornia has adopted and enforced 
safety laws that are far more pro- 
gressive than the other states. The 
California standards are so high 
that the safety rules of the indus- 
trial accident commission are be- 
ing used as models for safety in in- 
dustry by other states. 


At the meeting of the national 
committee on silicolis the senti- 
ment of the representatives of the 
largest industries in America, of 
organized labor, and of the officials 
representing the several states, was 
unanimous that there is an im- 
perative necessity for the earliest 
possible adoption of laws that will 
eliminate the disease-creating dust 
hazards in American industries. |
